An apparatus arranged for providing drive-off security in a motor vehicle 
environment (col. 3, 1. 65 - col. 4, 1. 1) through blocking one (16, 18) or more 
vehicle engine system subfunctions (col. 5, lines 2-4), such blocking (col. 5, 1. 38 - 
col. 6, 1. 31) being triggered by a detection of an unauthorized system activation 
(col. 2, 1. 47-53), said apparatus having the properties that a particular said sub- 
function facility (Fig. 1, (16. 18)) comprises an on-off control circuit (Fig. 1, (16)) 
pertaining to and , controlling a fuel pump arrangement functionality means (Fig. 
1,18). Document D1 discloses also a vehicle being provided with said apparatus
